This he kept from me, and after he was bet- 
ter, he set off again to visit the Karens; but soon 
his health failed again by a severe attack of his 
old complaint. He sent home Karens to inform 
me, and I arose at night to set off for Tavoy to 
get medicines for him, and there I met him as he 
was brought in on a litter by twenty or thirty Ka.

him, shall never thirst; but the water that] shall give 
him shall be in him a well of water springing up into ev- 
erlasting life ;—that is, an experience of that spiritual illn. | 
mination and of those gracious affections, which are produ. 
ced by the Holy Spiritin the work of regeneration ; or in| 
other words, an experience of the truth and power of relig- 
ion in the soul. By a revival of experimental godliness, I) 
mean a deeper and more enlarged experience of this inter. | 
nal work of the Spirit on the soul than generally character- 
izes the Christianity of the present day. There now exist 
in the church two leading forms of Christianity. The one 
is too cold and formal, the other too superficial and fitful.— | 
Neither of these forms exerts a sufficiently controlling in- 
fluence over the whole man. Both are deficient in the 
grand element of power. They have not in them enongh 
of the Holy Ghost successfully to overcome the sensuality, 
the pride, the political corruption and clamour, the worldli- 
ness, the infidelity, and the “ baptized atheism” of the age. 
In the one or the other of these defective forms of Christi- 
anity, may be found a prominent cause why so many 
churches complain of being feeble and languishing. To 
the same source may be traced, in no emall degree, the 
want of efficiency in every department of Christian henevo. 
lence ; in the cause of Sunday schools, of Ministerial edu- 
cation, and of Missions, Domestic, Home and Foreign. To 
meet the exigencies of the times, and the claims of the 
world, we need, as ministers and as Christians, to be filled 
with the Spirit, to have more enlarged views of God, of 
Christ, of holiness, of sin, of heaven, and of hell. We nead 
more of the love of God shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost, more love tothe brethren and to souls, more 
humility, more eelfdenial, more holy joy, more faith and 
more zeal, This would give strength and beauty to our 
Christianity ; unity to our belief; action to our faith; wis. 
dom and enlargement to our plans; invincible power to 
our preaching; prevalence to our prayers; prosperity to 
feeble churches, and a new and mighty impulse to every 
cause of Christian benevolence. In view, therefore, of
